THE INQUIRY,

The hearing in tho case came on beforoe
the full board, I.‘lll.ll]]ll."ll.'ll of Hon, W. 1.
1jams, Judge Savage and Dr. Uilden,

Several witnesses were examined and
testifiod as 1o the conduet of the prisoner
during the past year. Mr I, C. Fest-
ner, lis father, was examinoed at length,
and stated in brief that the firat indica-
tions ho had noticed were about a year
ago, when his son moved their ustah?inh-
ment into Creighton hall during  his ab-
senco from the city, BSinoe that time he
had had continual trouble, and it had cost
him $15,000 to get out of the contracts
made by the jumior partner, his son.

The wituess told, nmong other things,
of & trip made by Julius to St. Louis,
when he missed the train on  which he
wits to leave that city and tried to hire a
special train to get away on. He then
went to Chicago and returned to Omaha

After a short stay at a private estab-
lishment Julius came lome apparently
cured. He stayed athome all winter and
spent much of his time in nsgisting  in
translating from German to English and
vice versa.

This summer he again took him into
partnership and sinco that time he had
been worse than ever,

In August he went to Chieago und De-
troit to visit relations and at the latter
place went to a militia camp which broke
him all up and the visit of St. Bernard
Commandery, K. T., to Omaha added to
the wilitary mania that had geized him
and he went to Lincoln to getacom.
mission to erganize o company here and
while on that errand was taken in charge
and brought back.,  While at the jail ke
bezan to order champigne, wine, cigars,
ote., at o rate that would have broken up
a rich man, At this juncture the writ
of habens corpus was taken out and Mr.
Festner, finding his son much better
compromised  matters by dismissing
the information of insunity
which he had filed, Julius agreeing to do
nothing without consulting him, The
next thing was the ordering by telegraph
of two new presses, which Mr. Festner
snic were not needed at all, at a cost of
22,000, The witness elpimed  that the
original eause of all the trouble wus Prof.
Fowler, the Phrenologist, who had visit-
ed Omaha sonte years ago and made out
o chinrt of his son's head, in which a lib-
eral distribution of flattery had done the
damnge.

J. 1L F. Lehman and Samuel Shears,
proprictor of the Millard hotel, testified
o o bransaction in which the latter hud
cnshed a check for Julins, and found, on
presentiation, that there was no money in
the bauk, Julivg subscguently  ex
plained this to the comminssioners by say-

i:lin_-:ul and  presoited before due, as he
{should hayve mude arrangements to take
it up in time, 1t was, however, paid by
his father.

W. H. Van Duren testified that Julius
was & hurd worker and a noble, generous
follow, but that his veoentricities had
been remuarked by all his  associates, und
enst & gloom over the whole force of the
oflice.

Prof. Walther related his acquaintance
with the accused and sald he considerod
him to be i genius, ascribing his conduct
to the divine afflatus, or inspirasion of
genius which men could not appreciate,
The Professor mnde a very eloquent ap-
pen) for his friend.

Julins was then permitted to make his
own statement, which was done in a very
quiet wnd clear wiy and not at ull like an
insane man. He accaused his father of
parsimony snd tyrannical treatment and
said Prof. Fowler, on cecing his futher's
portrait, had advised him to cut loose
from him as soon as possible. His stato-
ment puzzled the commissioners by ita
JAainness, the only part which created a
wud impression being lus reference to
phrenology, in which he is evidently a
tirm buliever,

It is stated by one who was present
in the jail during bhis confinement there
ihat Julivg had read of the discovery of
Noah's ark on Mt., Ararvat, & canared pubs-
lished recently, and that ever sinco he
hus been iuvestigating the Bible history
of that venerablo vessel; that he pro-
posed to build & ruilrond to the summit
of the mountain anid wso ran a cable
from there to the office of The Now York
Herald, which paper was (o be prowptly
uotified of all new disgoverios as the ark
wiss hoing removed to the United States,

The commizaon adjourned until  this
afternoon at 3 o'elock without arriving st
any concluslon.
